The  high  percentage  of  children  in  the  Area  who  have 
been  immunised  against  diphtheric  is  very  satisfactory,  and 
it  is  evident  that  parents  and  guardians  are  acquiring  the  habit 
of  having  their  children  immunised  as  soon  as  they  are  twelve 
months  old , 

There  has  been  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  hop  pickers’  camps,

-  Arrangements  had  been  made  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  A'orks  to  provide  fifty  temporary  houses 
at  Hadlow  and  fifty  at  Paddock  Wood.  The  site  preparation  in 
both  cases  was  in  hand.  Sixteen  permanent  houses  wore  in 

course  of  construction  in  the  parish  of  Hildenborough,  12  at 
Langton  and  10  at  Paddock  V/ood, 

Tonbridge  Urban  District.  -  (a)  Conversion  of  Premises.  -- 

Alterations  and  adaptions  are  being  carried  out  to  promises  in 
Quarry  Hill  -  Pembury  Road.  The  works  v/hen  completed  will 
provide  accommodation  for  13  families. 

(b)  Erection  of  permanent  houses,  -  49  houses  and  16  flats  are 

in  course  of  erection  at  the  Lodge  Oak  Lane  Estate. 

(c)  Additional  Housing  Sites ^  -  27  acres  of  land  have  been 

acq'gclred  at  the  Trench  Wood  Estate.  the  clearance  of  the 
woodland  is  being  carried  out.  A  lay-out  has  been  prepared 

for  approximately  17C  houses* 

(d)  Further  Sites,  -  Negotiations  o.re  taking  place  for  further 
housing  sites  v;hich  will  accommodate  more  than  200  houses, 

Southborough  Urban  District.  -  Permanent  houses.  -  A  site 
has  been  acquired  for  the  erection  of  100  houses.  Work  on  the 
roads  and  sewers  hs.s  been  commenced.  The  contract  fpr  the 

first  11  houses  has  been  let  and  the  work  commenced.

INSPECTION  AND  SUJ^ERVISION  OF  FOOD , 

Milk  Supplies,  -  There  are  125  registered  producers  of  milk  in  the 
Rural  District  of  which  total  35  retail  from  the  farm.  In  addition 
21  persons  are  registered  as  retail  purveyors  only. 

During  the  year  103  inspections  of  dairy  farms  wore  made,  most 
of  them  during  milking  time.  Improvement  of  the  method  of  production 
is  the  object  of  these  inspections  and  where  necessary  to  secure 
structural  improvements.  Much  remains  to  be  done  in  both  these 
directions. 

There  are  28  producers  of  graded  milk  in  the  District, 

Three  milking  sheds  and  two  retail  dairies  were  completely 
re-constructed  during  the  year. 

Steam  sterilization  w-as  installed  in  4  dairy  premises. 


Designated  Milk.  -  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  roll  of 
graded  Milk  Producers  during  the  year.

The  Rural  case  occurred  in  a  nurse  at  the  County  Hospital,  Pembury  who 
was  transferred  to  Capel  Isolation  Hospital.

Two  of  the 
children  had  only  received  1  injection  of  prophylactic  serum  and  were 
thus  not  protected  against  the  disease,  the  third  child  had  not  received 
any  injections;  neither  of  the  adults  had  been  immunised,  1  v\ras  a 
soldier  on  leave  from  Germany,  the  other  an  elderly  v;oman  (87  yrs )  from 
the  same  house,  who  subsequently  died.  Hie  above  cases  with  the 
exception  of  the  last  mentioned,  were  treated  in  Capel  Hospital.

2  received  hospital  treatment. 

Malaria .  -  Nine  cases  were  notified,  8  in  Tonbridge  Rural 

district,  all  from  County  Hospital,  Pembury,  and  1  from 
Southborough  Urban  District  which  Vv'-as  removed  to  hospital. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  -  Three  cases  occurred  in  Tonbridge 
Urban  District,  2  in  children  and  1  in  a  youth,  all  were  treated 
at  home . 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  -  Thirteen  cases  v;ere  notified  in  the  Area, 
lO  in  'rbnbrfige  Rural,  only  1  of  which  resided  in  the  Area,  and 

3  in  Tonbridge  Urban  District,  all  were  treated  in  hospital  or 
nursing  home, 

Cerebro-splnal  fever.  -  One  case  v/as  notified  in  Tonbridge  Rural 
District  in  a  youth  aged  18  years  who  was  treated  in  the  County 
Hospital,  Pembury. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  -  The  tv;o  notified  cases  were  from  County 
Hospital,  Pembury,  They  recovered  i7ith  vision  unimpaired. 

Measles .  -  This  disease  v/as  more  prevalent  during  1945,  a  total 

of  1054  notlf ications  v/ere  received  from  medical  practitioners 
in  respect  of  the  Joint  Area,  compared  with  164  cases  in  1944, 
Tonbridge  Rural  District  had  434  cases,  Tonbridge  Urban  460  cases 
and  Southborough  Urban  160  cases. 

Vi/hooping  Cough,  -  Only  38  notifications  wore  received  for  the 
Area  compared  with  216  for  the  previous  year. 

Scabies . 


During  the  year  1945  treatment  of  this  disease  in 
accordance  with  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  was  carried  out  at 
the  Tonbridge  Electric  Light  Station  Depot  in  respect  of  the 
Tonbridge  Urban  cases.  For  the  second  half  of  the  year, 

the  Southborough  Urban  cases  v;ere  also  treated  at  the  Electric 
Light  Depot,  as  the  First  Aid  Post  at  Southborough  where  cases 
of  scabies  had  hitherto  been  treated,  was  closed  down  on 
June  30th.  The  Tonbridge  Rural  cases  continued  to  be 

treated  at  the  Paddock  V/ood  A.R.P.  Depot;  this  was  closed  down 
at  the  end  of  December,  1945.  V/here  adequate  facilities  were 
available,  cases  v/ore  also  treated  in  their  own  homes. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  three 
Districts  of  the  Joint  Area  by  the  Health  Sister,  Mrs.  Graham, 
(late  Health  Sister),  Mrs.  Sturgeon  and  Mrs.  Barden,  the  latter 
two  women  engaged  oy  the  Rural  and  Urban  District  Councils  to 
assist  with  this  work,  is  given  in  the  Health  Sister's  annual 
report  which  appears  on  page  7. 
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DIPHTHERIA  BIIIUNISATION. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  carried  out  in  the  3 
Districts  of  the  Area  by  general  practitioners  employed  by 
the  respective  Councils,  and  paid  according  to  the  B.M.A. 
scale,  i,e.  three  shillings  per  injection  (2  injections 
completing  the  course  of  immunisation. )  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  is  the  prophylactic  used  which  is  supplied 
free  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratories,

The  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  which  occurred  in 
the  Joint  Area  during  1945  totalled  6;  Tonbridge  Rura^.  had  1 
case  and  Tonbridge  Urban  5  with  1  death,  this  vfas  of  an  elderly 
v/oman  (87  years).  The  Rural  case  had  not  been  immunised 

and  none  of  the  Urban  cases  had  received  the  full  course  of 
immunisation  injections.  The  Rural  case  occurred  in  an 

adult  and  the  Urban  cases  were  3  children  and  2  adults.
